The 
other part of the lluid passed off the rod 
aud down the tin valles upon the opposite 
side ot the roo! from which the rod wa9. 
it then entered the eave tro igh and passed 
to the end rf it, and where the cooling 
room joined the hop kiln, and it there left 
the eave trough and passed eighteen inches 
at right angles, and there struck a nail 
that projected out at the corner board of 
the kiln. It followed that nail and went 
directly through into the inside of the 
kiln. Then it took a downward course, 
passing down in the corner until It came 
in contact with the kiln cloth, which it set 
on lire, and passed down into the ash house, 
which is built of stone, down under the 
kiln. The fire burned about one-halt of 
the kiln door, when we succeeded in extin­ 
guishing the fire. The lourth and last was 
at the Goodwin house, where the roofs are 
almost covered with lightning rods and 
points, having some twenty points in all 
upon the block ol buildings, 
i’his was a 
negative stroke, and passed up along the 
bell wires to the fourth story of the hotel 
un’ii uranic directly under a copper rod, 
round, one inch in diameter nod hollow.

rod that you said had its ground connec­ 
tion i.i the cistern. 
Von misunderstood 
me it was not in the cistern, but in the 
ground between the ccllat-wall of my be­ 
tel aud tbd wall ol the cistern, which was 
within ten feet of the rod. Your Evanston 
doctor, who writes scientifically upon 
lightning-rods, said in one ol your issues, 
alter reading your editorial upon my ex­ 
perience, “.jay to Mr. Good win, take out 
from his cistern bis lightning n J. and then 
when he is struck again have him report.” 
Well, I will report now, and say I have 
not, cor ever had, a rod terminate in a cis­ 
tern. and he will now probably say that I 
ought to have had them in a cistern, or 
some other place where they would have 
been in water. Now I venture to say that 
not one hghtning-rc I in one thousand that 
is put up can h ive a ground! connection in 
water, unless they are put iii a cistern or a 
well, and I do not know that there ever 
was a terminus of a lightning rod in a 
well. I know I never s*w one. 
At my 
farm, where all of my buildings are situ­ 
ated, it is from forty-five to sixty feet to 
water, but down eight to ten feet the earth 
is always code damp. Now let some ot 
your scientific men explain why these re­ 
sult that I Lave spoken of.

It is 
about seven inches long,

display c l 
not ‘lies w hich tilted into the com plicated 
w elds of the lock. 
Judging lroui the fin­ 
ish of the key, the lock was evidently re­ 
garded iu its day as a 
m asterpiece o f 
ingenuity aud m echanism . 
T he exploits 
ut modern e x p e r t w ould sm ile at such a 
barrier betw een them selves and the glitter­ 
ing treasure. 
T he know n history of this 
key goes back i t least h alf rn century, and 
its custodian for years WM a Virginian 
named C olonel N u tt, the Cashier in the 
Treasurer's office. T o e C olonel was, accord­ 
ing to all accounts, a true typ e o f the old 
tim e V irginian—tall, erect, and m easuring 
over six feet, w earing a certain air ot the 
cavalier w hich would have justified som e 
notions ot the boasted chivalry ot the Old 
Dom inion. 
Ile lived on the soil ut 
his 
Dative State and every m orning rode into 
W ashington over the L o n g Bridge; in 
sum m er tim e tying his raw -boned V irginia 
pacer iu a grove 
near the departm ent, 
w here m ighty 
buildings now’ stand, the 
Colonel strode along the co rrid ersof the 
Treasury w ith his spurs clanking on the 
paved 
w ay 
am 
cracking 
his 
riding w hip, sw aggered into h is office, lits 
first act w as to haul the im m ense safe key 
out ut a w allet he Carried about his person, 
and to an adm iring audience ot accounters, 
tellers, clerks, m essengers aud ti »>s, would 
preface the formality of opening m e antique 
sn ap irou box by d e s e r tin g on the co m ­ 
plicated interior arraugt m eets v t the leek, 
and the num ber of tum blers the a w e­

T he m oney boxes, two, 
were a never-ending and fruitful them e ol

Colonel N u tt’s aud m uch m ore worn, has 
its notches shaped like a letter T.

said thai from this the K e y represented in 
(he seal ot the Treasury Departm ent was 
designed. 
As th e im provem ents in hicks 
begau a noticeable chauge in the lorinatiou 
ol the keys is indicated.

pair that resem ble the handle ol a tou r­ 
niquet, and tallow ing

ernor Geary, of Ptnnsylvaoia, and provid­ 
ed with a letter from General liazeo, who 
knew General Lee at West Point, I was 
dduiitUd to the prt Jtuce of the illustrious 
couiwautKr. General Lee wt s erect and 
handsome. 
His easy smile and simplicity 
ot manner did not speak of disaster. 
Ile 
was very positive in his convictions, but 
iu our long talk weighed every eentence. 
President Lincoln’s asf 1 ^nation wrs up­ 
permost in all our minds. General Lee 
said : ‘T he death of that eminent citizen 
aas filled me with horror. It there were 
blemishes rn his chareter, his lite exhibit­ 
ed some splendid and rare virtues. 
Ile 
was one of the most extraordinary men 
that ever lived in our country. 
Iii* heart 
was grand aud large, 
lie was constitu­ 
tionally pensive. 
Had .he beth spared, 
the South would be treated with honorable 
propriety aud with a gallant generosity; 
that good will and friendliness would have 
marked his treatment of the people of the 
duUth * General Lee now adverted to the 
character of Grant, of whom he spoke in 
the most lrleDdiy words aud terms, 
lie 
ascribed to him the potsc stun of the nob- 
1*st attributes of American manhood, and 
that he possessed all tho requisites and 
talents for the organization of armies. 
T 
wish,” said General Lee, “to do simple 
justice lo General Grant, when I say that 
his treatment of the army of Southern 
Vlrginia is without a parallel in the history 
ot the civilized world. 
When my poor 
soldiers, wilh famhhed faces, had neither 
food nor raiment, It was then that General 
Grant tanned lately issued the humane or­ 
der that 40,000 rations should bu furnished 
to the impoverished troops. 
And that wa* 
not all his magnanimity. I was giving di­ 
rt ctions to one of my stall' officers, when 
making out the list of things to be surren­ 
dered, to include the horses. 
At that mo­ 
ment General Grant, who seemed to be 
paying no attention to what was trans­ 
piring. quickly said: No, no. General Lee, 
not a horse—not one—keep them all. Your 
people will need them for the spring 
crops!” It was a scene never to be forgot­ 
ten to watch Lee’s manner, when, with a 
spirit of chivalry equal to his skill aud gal* 
Untry, he told, with moistened eyes, this 
and many other Instances of the inagaa-* 
Dimity so nobly displayed by his illustrious 
rival. 
I asked him who was the greatest 
of the Federal Generals. 
"Indeed, sir, I 
have no hesitation iu 
saying General 
Grant. 
Both as a gentleman and an or­ 
ganizer of victorious war, General Grant 
hath excelled all your most noted soldiers. 
He has exhibited more true courage, more 
real greatness of mind, more consummate 
prudence from the outset, and more heroic 
bravery than any one on your side.”

conversation turned to General Sherman, 
ut whom he spoke as follows: ’'As a strut 
egist and commander of mea Sherman has 
displayed the highest order of
